DOWN IN THE TUBE 
Hugh Grant and Nicole Kidman were seen taking 
the subway from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton 
after walking on the Shelter Island to Sag Harbor 
ferry last Thursday as passengers.

FIREWORKS 

Hundreds of people with blankets and lawn 
chairs assembled on the Southampton Platform 
to watch the fireworks display over the tracks 
last Wednesday. Because of the low ceiling at 
the station, the display was mostly pinwheels, an 
electrified KEEP AMERICA GREAT display and a 
series of sparkling birthday candles in the shape 
of little American flags. It got smoky and people 
sputtered and coughed but had a good time. 


TOXIC LEAK 

Construction has been halted on the underground 
tunnel work intending to connect the system to a 
planned new stop at the East Hampton Airport. 
Workmen operating the giant underground 
tunnel boring machine chewed across into the 
airport property last Friday only to have some 
toxic goo seep out of the dirt in front of the boring 
machine and melt the boring machine steel screw 
with a stinky hiss into some kind of soft rubbery 
plastic. 

This is a very expensive machine and the men, 
after advising headquarters about what happened, 
were told to back up the machine carefully one 
hundred feet and park while taking care that none 
of the workmen came in contact with this screw 
and goo, then leave the tunnel immediately, 
which they did, by running on foot back out to the 
Georgica stop and then up the escalator there. 

The workmen have bored into a section of the 
airport recently declared a superfund site by 
the EPA due to the discovery of toxic material 
including machine oil, aviation fuel, arsenic, 
nitrogen and old lace. It needs to all be removed 
before the tunnel can proceed which could 
take years.

VR FIREWORKS KEEP HAMPTONS SKIES DARK 
AND QUIET FOR JULY 4 

The Hamptons Police Department will be out 
in force over Fourth of July weekend to make 
sure all local fireworks displays adhere to new 
“Dark and Quiet Skies” legislation passed on 
June 17. According to the Hamptons Municipal 
Board’s new law, “All local fireworks displays 
shall not impede upon homeowners’ right to 
enjoy silence and a starry sky, even on nights 
that are traditionally permissive of such displays. 
Excessive light and sound will not be tolerated 
under any circumstance, even on July 4.” 

Despite limited time to respond to this new 


law, Hamptons fireworks show organizers are 
finding ways continue their time-honored July 
4 tradition while adhering to the rules. The 
75th Annual Clam Diggers Society Fireworks in 
Amagansett, for example, will go forward using 
virtual reality headsets so visitors can still come 
to the beach for the event, which can only be seen 
and heard through the digital hardware. 


“Unfortunately, this means we'll have to charge - 


people for the first time in 75 years,” Clam Diggers 
Society president Reince Davis explained on 
Monday. “For a nominal $10 fee, each attendee 
will receive a headset as they enter the beach, and 
they'll return: it as they leave.” Davis compared 
the new system with popular “quiet discos” or 
“silent raves,” where visitors dance and party to 


music only heard via headphones handed out 


at the door. “Additionally, with this enhanced 
digital experience, we can present fireworks that 
couldn’t possibly work in real life—so in some 
ways the law has forced us to do something really 
innovative,” Davis said. “And those who don’t 
want to pay for a headset can still join us on 
the beach and follow the same fireworks via live 
stream on their smartphone,” he added. 


Other shows that can’t afford such a high- 
tech solution, have invested in “low impact 
fireworks”—a surprisingly accessible line of 
standard, light-the-fuse style fireworks that 
make little to no sound and emit just enough 
light to see them. Designed for the growing 
list of communities with dark and quiet skies 


_ laws, the packaging for Fade ‘n’ Fizzle brand 
‘fireworks explains, “With Fade ‘n’ Fizzle, you can 


celebrate but never offend!” It goes on to note, 
“Our mortar tubes will still draw oohs and ahs 
without exceeding most local lumen limits or the 
preferred 3,000-kelvin lighting spectrum, which 
is neither too warm nor too cool in tone.” 

If the new law sticks, Davis said it’s likely all 
area fireworks will eventually move to VR or 
enhanced-reality displays. “It’s a tough transition, 


- but over time this will actually end up being far 


less expensive than buying real fireworks every 
summer,” he pointed out. “Once the initial buy-in 
is out of the way, it costs next to nothing to create 
and upload a new show each year.” 

Hamptons Police say anyone caught violating

East Ban on Helium Balloons & Plastic Straws Reverses Global Warming

PLASTIC STRAWS 

S ince the new law to save the Earth by banning 

plastic straws on the East End went into 
effect last month, there has been a noticeable dip 
in global warming around the world.

CONGRATULATORY BALLOONS? 
Last week the Southampton Town Board passed 


a law making it illegal to intentionally release . 


balloons outdoors. These are the balloons that, 
up until now, have gotten released at lawn 
party weddings, bar mitzvahs, birthdays and 
congratulatory celebrations and are later found, 
dead, 10 days later, in trees, or wrapped around 
a fish or on the beaches with HAPPY BIRTHDAY 
on them in faded letters. This ban will improve 
our environment. 

Specifically banned are balloons made of Mylar, 
latex or rubber that can be filled with helium, 
nitrous oxide, oxygen or hydrogen: Exempt from 
prosecution are balloons released for scientific 
experiments or hot air balloonists offering rides 
up for real estate views and other purposes. 

Because the penalties for each offense are 
considerable, fines up to $1,000 and 15 days in 
jail, the Town will be looking to hire enforcers 
possessing a good set of lungs, thus able to suck 
out the gas inside almost-dead balloons to see if 
they indicate a crime or contain just plain air (not 
a crime), and also determine if the offender can 
be excused because the balloons were released in 
an adjacent municipality on a windy day and just 
drifted across the line. 

Releasing white doves is a better choice.

LEAF BLOWERS BANNED 

Because of the horrendous noise they make, 
the use of gasoline-powered leaf blowers is now 
banned in East Hampton Village from June 1 to 
the second Sunday in December between 8 p.m. 
and 6 a.m. During these times, to clear leaves 
and other debris, landscaping companies will 
have to use battery-powered blowers or perhaps 
just brooms. This is good news for day laborers 
who will work longer hours and make additional 
pay. It’s also good news for the companies 
that employ them, who will be able to pass 
additional charges along to those who hire them, 
although the truth is those who hire them are 
often so well off, they don’t care. They'd rather 
play tennis. 

There are exceptions to the rules. Gasoline- 
powered leaf blowers may be used all summer 
at local golf courses because they are far from 
disturbing the neighbors—and who needs a one- 
stroke penalty?—and by municipal employees 
who may use them in public parks and other 
places, although not on a neighbor’s leaves when 
they are home from work for extra pay. There’s 
an exception for the homeowner. If he or she 
wants to personally blow leaves this way on their 
own, it would be legal, maybe after tennis. There 
are also exceptions in emergencies, such as at an 
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auto accident where someone is found to have 
become stuck under a pile of leaves. I can’t think 
of any other emergencies. But I do think it should 
be legal for uniformed municipal leaf-blowing 
employees marching in rows at the Memorial 
Day, 4th of July or Veteran’s Day parades to 
use them after a bandleader in front blows 
his whistle. 


NEW OFFSHORE WINDMILLS 

More giant offshore windmill corporations 
are vying for the business of building fields of 
windmills 35 miles out in the Atlantic Ocean 
off Montauk to electrify the country with 
environmentally acceptable power. Coming on 
the scene to compete are engineers from East 
Wind, Horizon and Avantguard, who we're told 
have been seen around our towns with measuring 
tapes and surveyor instruments, measuring 
up the restored old 18th century Old English 
_ windmills located on our town greens. But there 
are no new offers yet. 


BAD HISTORIC MARKER 

Two months ago, the Long Island Press 
‘Club erected a historic marker in front of the 
Chase Bank on Main Street near Bay Avenue in 
downtown Greenport honoring Henry Reeves, 
_ the 19th century publisher of a local weekly 
newspaper called the Republican Watchman. 

It created great controversy. The marker 
read “Henry A. Reeves, Editor and Publisher 
for 58 Years of Republican Watchman, 
Jailed Briefly for Sedition in 1861, Later 
Served as a Congressman, Assemblyman and 


Town Supervisor.” 


According to the Press Club, they honored © 


this man with a historic marker because he 
stood up for what he believed and was not 
afraid to put it into print. He was an established 
member of the fourth estate and defender of the 
First Amendment. 

Apparently nobody bothered to really think 
about what he believed and subsequently 
wrote about in his newspaper. This was an 
especially egregious oversight, when you 


consider it was the work of the Long Island 
Press Association. 

“This is a white man’s country and the people 
mean to keep it that way,” Reeves wrote in support 
of slavery. In 1863, when Abe Lincoln signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation, Reeves called it 
“monstrous.” He supported the Confederacy and 
urged them on in their failed effort to continue 
to own, whip and sell slaves, and he mourned 
the Confederacy after it failed. And he did this 
on eastern Long Island, even though the State 
of New York had abolished slavery in 1799, long 
before his time. 

That he went on to become a congressman 
and a town supervisor 11 times says 
something about Greenport and Southold 


at the time, but what it exactly is 
doesn’t much matter. That was then and 
this is now. 


Everybody was horrified that the Long 
Island Press Club would honor such a bigot. 
The marker was up for only a week before 
village officials tore it out and, presumably, 
threw it in a dumpster. The day before, the 
Press Club had asked it be done. “We had no 
idea,” was the essence of a letter they sent to 
the village. 

Freedom of speech and freedom of the press 
are cornerstones of our democracy, and we 
should defend the right of people to say and 
print things that may infuriate us and offend 
us within the bounds of decency. But we do not 
have to honor them for it. And we need to make 


sure that we know our history, the good and 
the bad. &&

A Wonderful Bridgehampton Event We Hope Returns to the Hamptons

ere is an event no longer held annually in 
the Hamptons that I wish they would bring 
back. But they never will. You'll soon see why. 

It was called the Bridgehampton Antique 
Engine Run, and it used to take place on the front 
lawn of the Bridgehampton Historical Society 
grounds once a summer on a particular Saturday 
afternoon. Nobody knew which Saturday it would 
be. Farmer Russell Simon would wait for a good 
one. Then, suddenly, everyone, having been told 
this was the day, would show up. And Russell 
would be ready for them. 

All morning on that day—this took place from 
about 1955 to 2007—he and one of his farmhands 
would open the door of the Historical Society 
barn and wheel out six or seven 50-pound Rube 
Goldberg iron contraptions bolted together and

smelling of oil. You’d see gears, wheels, leather 
straps, sparkplugs, wires and glass containers 
filled with gasoline. The heart of it would be a 
metal jacket inside of which a single piston driven 
by a drive shaft could push up and down. A small 
smoke stack attached to part of it stuck up two 
or three feet. You’d be looking at a primitive, late 
19th century gas-powered engine designed to 
ease the heavy work on local farms—threshing, 
log cutting, pumping water, lathe work—that 
until that time had been done by muscle power. 
Almost every farmer had such a contraption. And 
each was unique, different slightly one from the 
other. Motorists on Main Street there would slow 
down to catch a glimpse of Russell Simon setting 
up these contraptions there on the lawn. 

At about noon on one special Saturday in 1980, 
when my kids were little, we were standing at the 
front counter of the Candy Kitchen luncheonette, 


eating ice cream cones. Suddenly, out the window 
I heard a big bang, and I looked across the street 
to see this big crowd of people let out a cheer, 
which was then followed by a puff of smoke and 
another bang. Then a puff of more smoke and 
another bang. What was going on? 

Carrying the ice cream cones, we ran out onto 
the sidewalk and across the street under the gaze 
of a policemen holding up traffic. We pushed 
through the crowd to get close. 

There on the lawn stood these seven 
contraptions, facing a crowd behind a rope not 
10 feet away on three sides, with the barn the 
fourth side. And there was Russell Simon. He was 
a small, serious-looking farmer fellow, maybe 
60 years old. He and his assistant were the 
only people behind the rope. One of the seven 
contraptions was banging away, and the two men 
were kneeling down next to a second one. They 
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made some adjustments with knobs, gauges and 
levers. Then they stood up and began turning 
a heavy iron wheel attached to an axle two feet 
up, hand over hand, faster then faster. Nothing 
happened on this second contraption when they 
got it spinning at first, but then, at the end 
of the third revolution, the sparkplug created 
the expected explosion inside the cylinder with 
a huge BANG, white smoke billowed out the 
stack, the crowd cheered, and the wheel pushed 
forward by itself. A second revolution caused a 
second BANG, and now the BANGS were once 
every second, with the wheel turning entirely 
on its own, so the men looked at each other, 
nodded, and let it go, to head over to the next 
contraption. That was as fast as it could turn 
over. Two down, firing gee in unison, and five 
to go. 

This was very eailnr to the way people a 
hundred years ago turned cranks to start a car, 
and how mechanics turned the propeller on 
the front of a bi-planes to get that started. 
It looked very dangerous to do this. You 
could lose an arm or finger if you put it in tHe 
wrong place. 

It took Simon another five minutes or so to 
get the rest of these contraptions underway. 
Now they were all banging away. The 
lawn smelled of gasoline. The men, covered 
with grease, waved away the white smoke 
billowing out everywhere. What an enormous, 
smelly racket.

their ears, but they loved it. Children were 


laughing and jumping up and down or screaming 
and crying and hiding behind their parents. 
And Simon and his mate were done. With 
the symphony roaring and roaring, they just 
stood there awkwardly, satisfied with the work, 
looking as if they might take a bow 
_ but never actually doing so. They also looked 
concerned. One or another of the people in 
the crowd might step forward. This was a 
dangerous business. 

There wasn’t much gasoline in those glass 
bottles attached above the spinning wheels, 
though. After 20 minutes of clanging, banging 
and clatter, the first of the contraptions ran out 
of fuel, shut down, backfired once or twice, and 
came to a halt. Then, one at a time, the other 
six followed. 

And that was it. The whole business of the 
Antique Engine Run was at an end. Simon 
was now actively shooing people away from 
the machinery, now hot to the touch. They’d 
stand guard, then, after a while, wheel all the 
contraptions back into the barn. 

What we had observed,. it seemed to me, 
were the ancestors of today’s gas-powered 
generators that, inside their casings, hum along 
smartly at 1000 strokes a minute, creating 
portable power. 

I wondered how all these old engines got to 
wind up in the Historic Society’s barn. My guess 
was that Russell Simon at an earlier time had 
driven around in his pickup truck and persuaded 


the farmers to donate them from where 


they were rusting away in the _ back 
of farmhouse barns and _ into the 
Society barn. 


Walking across the street through the 
slowly dissipating smoke, having ditched the 
ice cream, I asked the policeman what he thought 
of this event. 

“It’s once a year. A half an hour every year. We 
think it’s worth doing.” 

Everyone had been rooted to the spot 
where they were standing for that half-hour. 
So, all the officer had to do was usher through 
the cars on Main Street. Now he was waving the 
pedestrians through. 

We got to our car and drove off, the 
sound of the engines still ringing in our 
ears. I’m told the antique engines are 


now owned by the estate of the late Cliff 
Foster. But nearly all of them are still in 
the barn. 

What say we do this again? 


Okay, the EPA has been heard from, 
the insurance’ people, the _ school 
safety people, the police and 


firemen, the gunpowder law enforcers, the 
Dark Skies people, the noise-control people, 


the neighbors and the motorists and, oh > 


well. I suppose the director of the Historical 
Society has the barn doors open once 
in a while, so you might get to walk in and 
look around. 

But don’t touch. 

The Antique Engine Run It was a God-fearing 
event. The children loved it. And it was dangerous 


as hell.

‘ee back and forth a lot between the Hamptons 

and Manhattan on the Hampton Ambassador. 
It’s the ride you get if you pay the Hampton Jitney 
a few bucks more, and it’s a full luxury service. 
On the regular Jitney the attendant onboard 
serves water and snacks. On the Ambassador— 
the Ambassadors are listed on the schedule—they 
give you a set of audio earbuds when you get 
to your seat, a hot towel to wipe your hands or 
face, a choice of wines, coffees and soft drinks, a 
more elaborate choice of snacks, and, below the 
luggage rack in front of you overhead, a screen on 
which you can watch the movie they offer. 

Usually I write stories on my laptop on the 
Jitney. People talk in low voices. The atmosphere 
is like a library reading room, or maybe a late 
19th century railroad parlor car where the men 
would sit in club chairs reading The Wall Street 
Journal, smoking cigars and drinking scotch as 
their train, with the farms of Long Island whizzing 
by outside, took them out to Southampton on a 
Friday night. The Ambassador is about as close 
as you can get to that feeling in the 2ist century. 

You don’t know what the movie is until you get 
on. Sometimes the film is so-so, sometimes a new 
release or even an Academy Award winner. You 
get what you get.

I usually have decided ahead of time what 
I want to write for the paper while on the 
Ambassador. Mostly I write essays, and they 
can be completed during one ride, which is two 
and a half hours from the Upper East Side to 
Southampton. I can put off writing, of course, 
and if the movie is something that looks good, I 
will do that.

So here is my rule. I get on, take my seat, get 
the hot towel and ear buds, and then without 
putting in the earbuds, look up to watch the 
beginning of the movie.

There were attractive young people walking 
around, busy doing things. They were all wearing 
very small, clear, plastic oxygen tubes that you 
stick in your nostrils and curl over each of 
your ears. 

There was something wrong with the air, I 
thought. People would die if they didn’t wear 
these things. This must be a science fiction movie. 

I am writing about the ill-fated three-masted 
schooner John Milton, barreling up the Atlantic 
during a snowstorm in February 1858 and 
carrying barrels of guano they’d loaded onboard 
at an island off the coast of Peru. Destination is 
New Bedford. 

Another 10 minutes go by. 

There were other people in the movie who were 
NOT wearing the oxygen tubes and they were 
okay. They were lecturing the folks wearing the 
oxygen tubes. I couldn’t tell for sure without my 
earbuds, but I think the folks not wearing the 
gear must be the aliens. Of course they could 
breathe this air, probably they thrive on it, as 
they pretend to be humans. So what’s the deal? 

I briefly thought of putting on the sound. Nah. 

Outside, we’re passing Exit 33, Kings Point. 

In Hampton Bays that winter, a brand new 
lighthouse, the Ponquogue Lighthouse, has just 
been put into service. It has been shining brightly 
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for only 49 days at this point to warn mariners 
not to come ashore in Hampton Bays. Even in 
this snowstorm, the lighthouse can be seen 30 
miles away. Everyone is very proud of it. 

Captain Ezekiel Harding aboard the John Milton 
has been sailing through the snowstorm and sees 
what he thinks is the Montauk Lighthouse. He’d 
passed another lighthouse earlier and knew it 
was the Fire Island light. He knew nothing about 
any new Ponquogue Lighthouse. 

The young man and the young woman are 
looking at one another across a table. They seem 
to be falling in love. Maybe they are planning a 
getaway, but where would they go? 

Were passing Huntington. 

Captain Harding sails by what he thinks is the 
Montauk Lighthouse, giving it a wide berth as he 
rounds Long Island and heads up toward what 
should be Long Island Sound and New Bedford. 
Running with the wind, he is under full sail, but 
instead of rounding Montauk he slams into the 
rocks just west of Ditch Plains. 

Outside is Manorville. 

This young couple is outdoors on a dark 
summer night, lying on their backs next to each 
other, quiet and satisfied, looking up at the stars. 
Neither is wearing the oxygen. I think they might 
have made love earlier, but if they did, I missed 
it. How are they going to survive in this bad air 
without the oxygen? 

A funeral is held on the town green in East 
Hampton for the 33 crewmen who died aboard 
the John Milton. A preacher gives a sermon. 
They are buried in the Old Town Cemetery there. 
‘The church bell from the ship is hauled up to the 
steeple of the Presbyterian Church in town. 
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The young man and woman, instead _of enjoying 
post-coital cuddling, are being raced through 
a hospital corridor, one behind the other on 
gurneys pushed by workers heading for intensive 
care. It’s an emergency. 

The attendant appears. “Would you like some 
wine? We have red, white or rosé.” 

“Tl have a glass of white,” say I. “What’s the 
name of the movie again?” 

“It’s called Five Feet Apart. About two young

We're passing the Shinnecock Canal. The 
credits roll. I am handed a glass of wine. Now we 
are passing the Dan’s Papers office. The Omni in 
Southampton will shortly come into view. 

Better save what I wrote. 

I Google Five Feet Apart. The critics hated it. 
The audience loved it. It was a movie released 
three months ago. No aliens.

East Hampton Town Crier Hugh King: 
His History Out East

ugh King, known to locals as the East 

Hampton Town Crier, is a true East Ender. 
He grew up in Amagansett, taught at the Springs 
School, met the love of his life while working 
at a local restaurant one summer and after 
retiring has worked at East Hampton’s Home 
Sweet Home Museum. A jovial and honest man 
who knows the East End better than most, King 
is perhaps the personification of what a local 
should be. 

And he’s quick to correct what he believes is 
a rather common error. “First of all, we don’t 
call it the Hamptons. It’s the East End!” he says. 
“The Hamptons’ was used in the 1850s and 
1860s. They used the term ‘Hamptons,’ but it 
meant something different. It meant beautiful 
landscapes, bucolic scenery, wealthy houses, but 
the summer people who came here actually 
gave back to the village and the town. Summer 
people’s money built Guild Hall, the libraries, 
started the historical societies.” 

King studied education at SUNY Oneonta 
and worked at the Springs School for 31 years, 
teaching Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Grades, 
and the Talented and Gifted program. “I love 
teaching,” he says. “J taught in the golden years 
of teaching—not now! You can pay someone 
$200,000 and to me, it’s [still] not worth it. 
When I taught, it was wonderful. It was the job 
of the parents and the children to please me. 
When I was left, it was my job to please them,” 
he says with a laugh. “That’s how it changed. But 
everything changes. It was wonderful teaching. 
And, you have July and August, where you can do 
something else. Today you need it to recharge.” 

In the early days, King recharged by working 
at the former Royal Fish Restaurant in A 
magansett Square, where by chance he met his 
wife, anthropologist and author Loretta Orion. 
“That’s the best thing I ever did in the summer,”

he smiles. 

King also acted in community theater, which he 
says has helped him in his role as Town Crier and 
at Home Sweet Museum.

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Orient Point Lighthouse Turns 120 Years Old This July 4

here is a home on the North Fork with almost 
everything a homeowner dreams about. 
Panoramic views of the Long Island Sound, three 
bedrooms, two wrap-around balconies, and no 
pesky neighbors for a mile. The only drawback 
is trying to find a parking spot. That is, however, 
an occupational hazard to owning a lighthouse. 
The Orient Point Lighthouse is one of two 
privately owned lighthouses in Southold Town. 
North Dumpling Lighthouse also falls within 
Southold Town territory, though owner Dean 
Kamen (known around the lighthouse as Lord 
Dumpling) once decided to secede (albeit as a 
joke) from the United States in an attempt to 


make his island “nation” entirely independent 
of the mainland. It has an illuminated replica 
of Stonehenge and one-boat “navy.” This makes 
the Orient Point Lighthouse look decidedly less 
flashy in comparison, but there is a fascinating 
history to the saltiest structure in Orient. It all 
began 120 years ago on the 4th of July. 

The Orient Point Lighthouse is one of many 
“spark plug” lighthouses built in the late 19th 
century. Construction was slow to begin, as the 
traffic of ships through the Plum Gut and the 
churning sea dismantled makeshift structures 
installed to jumpstart progress. A storm in the 
fall of 1898 damaged prefabricated iron-plates 
intended to serve as the exterior walls. Finally, on 
July 4th, 1899 construction was completed, the 
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‘STERPONDS HISTORICAL society

associated obstacles only proving the structures 
necessity to maritime safety. The brick-lined iron 
facade and simple design is far less architecturally 
striking than the other lighthouses of Long Island 
Sound, and its resemblance to a percolator 
earned it the nickname “The Coffee Pot” from 
local fishermen and boaters. 

The Coffee Pot is located about a third of a mile 
off Orient Point in the Plum Gut. At the time of 
construction the lighthouse’s location offshore in 
such treacherous water was deemed unsuitable 
for a family to live there. When Norwegian born 
Ole Nicholas Alfred Anderson became the light’ s 
first keeper, his family lived in Orient. 

Anderson kept the light for two years at 
an annual salary of $600 before moving to 
Bridgeport, Connecticut. Under the subsequent 
keepers, a mechanic sent to repair an engine at 
the lighthouse and the assistant keeper perished 
returning from shore in a rowboat. Then, the 
mechanical failure of a motorboat left the 
replacement assistant keeper stuck on an ice 
patch for five hours. Within a few years, the Coast 
Guard decided to automate the lighthouse in 
1954. By 1958 an era had ended, the keepers and 
their effects removed. 

Many boats are now equipped with navigation 
aids that warn boaters of impending rocks 
and weather conditions, and as a result the 
Orient Point Lighthouse has become more 
postcard image than navigational aid. The 1970 
announcement that the Coast Guard would be 
demolishing the antiquated light was met by a 
local campaign to save their beloved landmark. 
The Coast Guard relented, and a crew was sent 
to restore it. 

In June 2011, the Coast Guard allowed 
interested groups to submit proposals to 
overtake the property. When no _ suitable 
candidate was found, the lighthouse was 
put up for auction and eventually sold 
for $250,000. 

Even though the lighthouse is not open 
to visitors, it is visible from land by walking 
along the beach at the ferry terminal in Orient, 
or from onboard the ferry. Or hop on one of 
the lighthouse cruises offered by the East End 
Seaport Museum. The cruises are narrated by Bob 
Allen, the great grandson of East End lighthouse 
keeper William H. Follett. g&

Forty-four years after Jaws premiered in East 
Hampton, East Ender Steven Spielberg is 
digging into the worlds of streaming television 
and horror with Spielberg’s After Dark (working 
title), a new series for the Quibi streaming service 
that, as the title explains, viewers can only watch 
after the sun goes down. The director presented 
his idea that Spielberg’s After Dark only be 
available to viewers after midnight, depending 
on each viewer’s location. A clock will appear on 
the phone when the show is available, and it will 
count down the time during which the show can 
be seen. When the clock hits zero, the show will 
disappear until the following night.

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Soldier Ride Returns to Where the Healing Began

ach year, in spite of grievous injuries 

that might stop an average person from 
attempting such heroic feats of athleticism, 
hundreds of wounded war veterans and their 
military brethren gather for Soldier Rides around 
the country, and now the world. With some 
missing legs or arms—often more than one—these 
watriors don their prosthetics, mount bicycles or 
handcycles and ride long distances to promote 
healing and, in the Hamptons, raise awareness 
and funds for Wounded Warrior Project, an 
_organization that helps wounded veterans from 
the post-9/11 wars. Incredibly, it all started in 
the Hamptons. 

“It was an idea hatched at the Stephen 
Talkhouse,” explains Nick Kruas, a promoter and 
partner at the beloved Amagansett bar where 
he helped create the phenomenon that swept 
America. Back in 2003, while Kraus and then- 
bartender Chris Carney—the original Soldier 
Ride rider—chatted over beers, Carney said he 
wanted to ride across the country and raise 
money to support veterans coming home from 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. “It sounded like 
a crazy idea at the time,” Kraus says, but he and 
Carney set up a card table and began accepting 
donations to launch Carney’s ambitious ride. 
They figured he’d do it if they could put together 
enough capital to make the ride possible. “We got 
$10,000 in pledges that night,” Kraus recalls. “I 
said, ‘Chris, you have to ride.” 

What followed is the stuff of legend. With Kraus 
driving ahead to secure media coverage, and 
another Talkhouse employee, Tek Vakallaloma, 
following in a support RV, Carney made the 
4,200-mile journey from Montauk to San Diego, 
garnering all sorts of press and raising more than 
$1 million for Wounded Warrior Project. Word 
also began spreading among veterans, and two 


wounded soldiers, SSG Heath Calhoun and SSG 
Ryan Kelly—both of whom have missing limbs— 
joined Carney’s ride for a weekend in Colorado, 
and again during his final leg in San Diego. Both 
expressed interest in doing the entire trek the 
following year, so Carney committed and they 
began planning almost immediately. 

The second Soldier Ride, in 2005, changed 
everything. With Calhoun, a double-amputee, 
riding a handcycle and Kelly, a single-amputee, 
on a bike, the trio started something really 
special. This time, wounded soldiers joined them 
throughout the trip. “By the time we finished, we 
had almost 50 different soldiers who joined us,” 
Carney says. “That’s when it became more about 
rehabilitation than fundraising,” he adds, noting 
that an occupational therapist at Walter Reid 
Army Medical Center recognized the benefits of 
what they were doing and began sending patients 
to meet them along the route. 

“It was almost a Forrest Gump kind of 
movement,” Kraus says of that year’s ride, 
referencing Robert Zemeckis fictional 1994 film 
where Tom Hanks’ titular character inadvertently 
starts America’s jogging craze by running across 
the country, picking up followers along the way. 
Their effort was so powerful, President George 
W. Bush even invited the Soldier Ride team to 
the White House during their trip, and they've 
been back every year since, meeting both Barack 
Obama and Donald Trump. 

Based on the events of 2005 and the larger 
Soldier Ride story, Kraus and Wainscott 
videographer Matt Hindra put together a 
2014 documentary film, Welcome to Soldier 
Ride, which has only helped Soldier Ride’s 
profile and impact grow in the years since 
its release. 

“We couldn’t be prouder it started here,” Kraus 
says, noting that Soldier Ride has become much 
more than a fundraising vehicle. Today, rides 


around the United States encourage wounded 
veterans to exceed expectations and accomplish 
powerful feats of determination and endurance 
by overcoming their injuries and finding success. 
“You see a huge change in them,” Kraus says of 
the participants who join the veterans-only rides 
in places like Key West and Jacksonville, Florida, 
Washington D.C., Colorado Springs and nearly 
40 other locations. 

“It’s as much mental as it is physical,” Carney 
adds, explaining the rides’ rehabilitative effects. 
“As the days go by, they open up through the 
challenges on the road.” Today, Carney looks 
forward to the annual Soldier Ride Hamptons, 
where he gets to reconnect with veteran friends, 
including participating soldiers from England 
and Israel—countries which host reciprocal rides. 

Going back to where it began on Friday 
and Saturday, July 19 and 20, Soldier Ride 
Babylon and Soldier Ride Hamptons are the 
only “community rides” open to the non-military 
public, Kraus explains, though wounded veterans 
still play a major role. “It’s very moving for the 
soldiers to get support from the people riding 
alongside them,” he points out, noting that the 
local rides raise money for Wounded Warrior 
Project while also benefiting veterans directly 
through their efforts and interaction with others. 

The 25-mile Soldier Ride Hamptons begins 
at 9 a.m. sharp at Amagansett Farm: (551 
Montauk Highway) in Amagansett and moves 
through East Hampton, up Long Lane and 
onto Route 114 into Sag Harbor and North 
Haven before turning around and returning to 
the starting point. A barbecue from noon—4 
p.m. awaits riders who complete the course at 
Amagansett Farm. @&

here’s a common joke in the Dan’s Papers 
offices that the word “iconic” gets used 
too often, but there are few words that better 
describe this week’s cover artist, Peter Max. 


_The legendary Max is known for his colorful, 


bright work and has graced the cover of Dan’s 
Papers July 4 issue every year since 2003. But 
Max has made an indelible mark on the art 
world since the 1960s, with a career that has a 
story unlike any other. Max Peter Max Studio 
Creative Director Victor Zurbel, who co-wrote 
The Universe of Peter Max, reflect on his 
many accomplishments. 


How did your parents encourage you to 
pursue your art? 

Victor Zurbel: Peter Max’s mother, Salla, 
encouraged her son’s interest in art from an 
early age. She was a fashion designer and 
would leave art supplies around their pagoda- 
style house in Shanghai, China when Peter 
was growing up for him to experiment with. 


Peter Max: My mother would leave art 
supplies all over and tell me to draw and 
paint and make a big mess and that she would 
clean up after me. When I was a teenager, 
we moved to Israel. She sent me to take art 
lessons with a fauvist painter. He taught me 
to paint with exaggerated and bold colors. 


You've been all around the world. 

How have those travels informed your art? 
Zurbel: Peter Max’s early childhood odyssey— 
leaving Germany and growing up in Shanghai and 
Israel, with stops in Paris and Tibet, influenced 
his art greatly and his worldview. Shanghai was 
a magical place for a young Peter Max. He would 
watch Buddhist monks paint giant calligraphy 
characters with large bamboo-handled 
brushes, moving their entire bodies in a way 
similar to tai chi. He took in the colorful weekly 
parades there, gliding junket boats and listened 
to Sikh chanting prayers at dawn and dusk. 
He was also influenced by imported 
American pop culture and  media— 
super hero comic books, Swing Jazz on a 
weekly Shanghai radio show, and Hollywood 
movies screened at the local theaters. 
Later, as a teenager, his mother sent him to 
take painting lessons with a Viennese Fauve 
painter when they lived in Haifa, Israel. He 
took sketching classes at the Louvre in Paris 
before his family settled in Brooklyn, when 
he was 15. He studied realism painting after 
high school at The Art Students League in 
Manhattan and then gravitated toward more 
Avant Garde work at the School of Visual Arts. 


Max: Professor Hitinick in Haifa introduced me 
to the saturated colors of Matisse and taught 
me how to see colors in a new way. American 
superhero comic books showed me howto simplify 
expressions and how to foreshorten. American 
jazz inspired me with its rhythm. And the 
Buddhist monks inspired me to not just paint 
with my wrist, but to paint standing and moving, 
using the rhythm of my body while I listened 
to jazz and rock.

What was it like appearing on 

Johnny Carson and catapulting to 
major success in the 1960s? 

Zurbel: While the Beatles and other 
bands gave the ‘60s youth culture its 
signature sound, when it came to its 
visual mindscape, that domain belonged 
to Peter Max. Like the Beatles, Max made 
his television debut on The Ed Sullivan 
Show on CBS, where he drew live on the 
show using both hands creating a mirrored 
image drawing ambidextrously. He also 
made the cover of Life magazine with an 
eight-page feature article and numerous 
other magazine covers. His art and designs 
appeared on dozens of brands—General 
Electric art clocks, mini-dresses, stockings, 
ties, tableware, bed sheets, curtains and 
high top sneakers, among many others 
throughout the late 60s and into the ’7os. 
Max was a pioneer in licensing his work to 
bring his art to the people in all kinds of 
ways. When he appeared on The Tonight 
Show with Johnny Carson in August of 1968 
his cosmic and popular art products were 
displayed throughout The Tonight Show set. 


Max: It was unbelievable being on The 
Tonight Show with Johnny Carson. I was 
honored and humbled that my art and art 
products were so popular with people and 
that he wanted to have me on. If you had 


told me when I was a kid growing up in China 
‘that I would be on the cover of Life magazine 
and on the most popular American talk shows, I 


wouldn’t have believed it.

Max: I started my art career painting with 
oils on canvas. I was thrilled to have had the 
opportunity through the years to share my art 
with so many more people on other media— 
stamps, murals, concert stages, clothing and 
housewares, airplanes, buses and cars. They told 
me that when my border murals were first put up, 
people would stop and get out of their cars to take 
pictures with them. I loved hearing that. 


You said that in the ‘70s, you were in 
seclusion. What brought this on? 

Zurbel: After the huge popularity of Max’s work 
in the late ’60s and early ’70s with his poster art, 
art products and museum and gallery shows, 
and appearing on the cover of Life magazine and 
The Ed Sullivan Show and The Tonight Show 
with Johnny Carson, Max felt like he had started 
something and had gone big. He was grateful 
that there was such a broad appreciation for his 
work, but he hadn’t taken a vacation in years 
and felt that fame and an abundance of projects 
were overwhelming his life. He had been so busy 
managing a large studio, and he decided that 
he needed more time to just paint and draw for

for my painting at the White House, I told her 
about the photos I had seen of the horrible 
condition of the Statue of Liberty. She suggested 
that we find private funding to restore her. So 
I called a friend of mine who was the head of 
an advertising agency. I asked him if he knew 
of a corporation that I could approach for Lady 


Liberty repair funding. He said right away that 
his client Iacocca, the Chairman of Chrysler, 
might be interested. The next day, my friend 
called me back and said that Mr. Iacocca would 
be thrilled to take the project on. President 
Reagan later appointed Mr. Iacocca to head the 
fund raising effort to restore the Statue ahead of 


her 100th anniversary. After years of fundraising 
and restoration, the renovated Statue of Liberty 
was unveiled on July 4, 1986. It was an amazing 
weekend celebration that was on television for 
everyone to see. 


What was it like painting portraits of 
Presidents Clinton and Obama? 

Zurbel: In honor of President Clinton’s 
Inauguration, Max painted portraits of him and 
presented the installation on the Larry King CNN 
Presidential Special. Afterwards, the paintings 
were displayed at the Presidential Inaugural Ball 
in Washington, D.C. For President Obama’s 
inauguration he painted 44 Obama portraits 
honoring the 44th president that were unveiled 
on CBS’s The Early Show. 


Max: President Clinton and I have been friends 
through the years and he invited me to mount a 
one-man exhibition at the Clinton Presidential 
Center in Little Rock, Arkansas in 2007. I haven’t 
gotten to know President Obama personally but 
was proud to paint 44 Obama portraits, to honor 
him as our 44th President and our country’s first 
African-American President. 


What are you most proud of 

in your career? 

Zurbel: Peter Max has much to be proud of— 
successful one-man museum exhibitions and 
gallery shows around the world and throughout 
America, his creative use of the media as a 
medium to share his art, his innovative and 
pioneering art products, and his. signature 
portraits of so many extraordinary icons in 
music, sports, politics, and the arts, his larger- 
than-life canvases of airplanes, sports cars and 
music festival stages. He is probably America’s 
best-known and popular living artist. Throughout 
his six-decades-long career, his bold and 
vibrant colors have become part of the fabric of 
contemporary culture. Max and his work have 
been called the 60s visual counterpart to the 
music of the Beatles, a pop icon, Neo Fauvist, 
Abstract Expressionist and the United States 
“Painter Laureate.” 


Max: I am most proud of my creativity and 
the range of projects and mediums I’ve been 
able to work in through the years. The universe 
itself is the greatest expression of creativity 
and diversity and always inspires me. If there’s 
one motto that’s always been with me, it’s 
“Be Creative.” 


As you look back on your iconic career, 
what era do you feel was your 

most successful? 

Max: It’s hard for me to really pick an era. 
Each has had its own successes and experiences. 
Of course, I really loved the ’60s and ’70s as 
people really became aware of my art and I was 
working on so many projects. Each decade has 
had wonderful projects and I’ve evolved my style 
of work through the decades. 


You’ve always been an activist. 

How can art heal the world? 

Max: -It should promote peace, promote 
happiness. That’s what I’ve tried to do with my 
art. Creativity can heal the world. Our planet 
itself is God and the universe’s great masterpiece. 
We can be inspired by it, and treat it and others 
kindly, working for a healing world. @&

lan Fox’s Safe Space, which saw its world premiere 

at Bay Street Theater on June 29, pulls no punches 
when discussing topics at the forefront of America’s 
social consciousness today—racism, sexism, political 
correctness, emotional triggers and the growing trend 
of extreme identity segmentation (i.e. if someone is a 
pansexual, transgender, black woman from Honduras, 
and you only share four out of five of those traits, you 
can’t understand their struggle). 

Directed by Jack O’Brien, the show's three players 
comprise the commanding Jewish President of Alman 
College, Judith Rose (portrayed by Mercedes Ruehl); 
the brilliant African-American professor, Marcus Wood 
(Rodney Richardson); and the millennial Japanese 
student, Jenny Oshira (Sasha Diamond). The trio are 
at constant odds with each other throughout the play, 
often arguing over which minority has received the 
cruelest treatment in history. 

Ruehl’s Judith is a shining light in an otherwise 
dark and serious play. Her biting wit and erratic 
movements bring about most of the show’s laughs, and 
her chess-like tactics are a welcome contrast to her 
rage-prone counterparts. Though glimpses into her 
past reveal Judith’s rise become Alman College’s first 
female president may not have been wholly pure, it’s 
difficult not to admire her take-charge personality and 
immense resolve. 

Richardson’s Marcus opens the show with a lecture 
about Gutenberg’s printing press and the freedom of 
new ideas that followed its invention. His charisma 
wins many audience members to his side of the 
impending conflict right out of the gate. That inciting 
incident comes in the form of a letter sent to the 
Judith’s office, in which the author claims she felt

attacked by Marcus’s recent assignment—to write an 
essay putting oneself into the shoes of a Founding 
Father who is wrestling with the financial pros and 
moral cons of owning slaves. 

When Marcus ambushes Jenny—as she calls it—he 
tries appealing to her sense of reason but quickly 
begins belittling her emotional-trigger—happy nature. 
The line between millennial social justice warriors 
and middle-aged apologists is decidedly drawn in this 
scene, as Jenny and Marcus argue with increasing 
intensity about the validity of triggers and political 
correctness versus the lasting benefit of professors 


inspiring critical thinking. Both make excellent points, 
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but Marcus undeniably loses the debate when he loses 
control of his emotions—first yelling at Jenny for being 
a Chinese girl fighting a black student’s fight (again, 
she’s Japanese), then throwing a stool across the room 
and, finally, reaching out to grab her as she attempts to 
exit the hostile situation. 

Diamond’s Jenny is cunning, zealous and passionate 
about her convictions, but she’s so wrapped up in 
calling others out for treating minorities unfairly that 
she can’t see when she’s doing just that. Though her 
efforts to further the level of diversity at Alman College 
are noble, she actively attempts to get two minority 
staff members fired for not being diverse enough. 
When the school is faced with an act of anti-Semitism, 
she calls on fellow students of various minorities to 
join her in “sharing their truth” at the site of the attack 
and neglects to address her Jewish classmates. One 
counterintuitive change she demands of the school 
calls for a safe space for people of color to get a break 
from their white oppressors—no caucasian LGBT or 
Jewish students allowed. While the character may be 
flawed, Diamond brings an overwhelming ferocity to 
the role that keeps audience members’ eyes glued to 
her for the duration of the play. 

Overall, Safe Space is a thought-provoking and 
spirited examination of America’s shifting values 
and is best seen with a group of people of varying 
ages and backgrounds to provide for an impassioned 
conversation following the show. @@

1. Out East by John Glynn 

New York City resident John Glynn’s first book, Out

newfound identity and a group of friends as close 
as family. For a debut book, it has been incredibly 
well received, being labeled one of the best books 
of May 2019 by Entertainment Weekly, TIME and 
Cosmopolitan and earning a place on Oprah’s O 
Magazine’s “41 of the Best LGBTQ Books That'll 
Change the Literary Landscape in 2019.”

Thomas Harris, author of The New York Times best- 
seller The Silence of the Lambs. When $25 million 
in cartel gold is traced to a Miami Beach mansion, 
Hans-Peter Schneider leads the mission to retrieve it, 
but finds himself distracted by the beautiful caretaker 
of the house, Cari Mora. A refugee and American 
immigrant under Temporary Protected Status, 
Cari must do whatever it takes to survive this high- 
stakes situation. 


8. Deep Dive by Chris Knopf 

The latest installment in Southamptonite Chris Knopf’s 
Hamptons-centric Sam Acquillo Mysteries series, Deep 
Dive (The Permanent Press, June 2019), drags the 
eponymous character into a murder case that will 
make him analyze the line between working class locals 
and the top 1%.

Set at 
The American Hotel in Sag Harbor, the story follows 
the restaurant’s host Emma Mapson as she learns 
that famous artist Henry Wyatt left the deed to his

nothing to reclaim the house. 


11..The East End: A Novel by Jason Allen 
In Jason Allen’s debut novel, The East End (Park Row/

- adies and gentlemen, please be seated. The show 
~ has begun, and it is all around you. It’s there as you 
gaze out at the largest marina in the Hamptons, home 
to 232 slips. It’s there amid the boats, everything from 
yachts and historically inspired catamarans to fishing 
vessels and classic cruisers, bobbing like a chorus line 
and pulling in and out stage left and right. It’s there 
in the waters that fill your view, and in the depths 
below. That’s where the real show starts, truth be told. 
The water. 

When Carl Fisher started to unfurl his dream 
of developing Montauk into ‘a Miami Beach-style 
destination nearly a century ago, home to “the most 
fabulous summer resort ever imagined in the western 
world,” as he said, the Clubhouse at the Montauk 
Yacht Club was one of his creations. The Crash of 1929 
destroyed the man and his best laid plans, but some 
of that vision lives on at Lake Montauk. With massive 
renovations now completed in the year since the 
Gurney’s team purchased and reimagined this vintage 
locale, the new Gurney’s Star Island Marina & Resort 


property is bringing past and present together in a. 


concerted way. 

With the old Montauk Yacht Club doing a bit of an 
Eliza Doolittle, “the whole premise has been to bring 
the property back to its original roots, not change 
the whole thing,” says Gurney’s General Manager 
Michael Nenner. “Carl Fisher built this hotel in the 
1920s, and we wanted to keep with the curves and the 
architecture that he wanted for this building.” Standing 


at the new front desk check-in area, bright and airy 
and welcoming, look up and there are the gables and 
the roofline of the building as it was, just atop a space 
reimagined. “We kept everything intact to still have 
that 1920s feel, but also to have a Gurney-fied feel.” 

A bit of yin to the beachfront yang of the Gurney’s 
Montauk Resort & Seawater Spa on Old Montauk 
Highway. “We can now offer different Gurney’s 
experiences,” says Nenner, who has been part of the 
resurgence from the beginning. “One sitting on the 
ocean and one sitting on Lake Montauk. We look at 
it as one hotel between the two properties, with a 
sprinter shuttle taking guests back and forth—use 
the beach there, take our boat cruises here. It’s one 
Gurney’s feel.” 

That feel is very much tied to the dining experience 
born at the OG (you can now put “Original Gurney’s” 
in your parlance) courtesy of the seaside elegance of 
Scarpetta, the resort chic of Tillie’s and the grab-and- 
go charm of Corso. At Gurney’s Star Island, wondrous 
water views complement menus created very much 
with locale in mind. The casual Pool Club offers seats 
for gazing at the marina with cocktails (including their 
own version of a BBC) accompanying such vacation- 
friendly fare as pulled pork nachos, lobster cobb salad 
and a fish sandwich—not just any fish sandwich, but 
fresh halibut on a pretzel bun—that could soon be as 
buzzed-about as the spicy Sriracha lobster roll that is 
also served here, having gained fame at Tillie’s. 

Il Forno, which translates to “the oven” in Italian, 


is a grab-and-go geared toward on-the-go guests and 
particularly boaters—offering egg sandwiches and 
baked goods for those heading out fishing at 6 a.m., 
provisions like chips and cookies, Jack’s Coffee, even 
a six-pack of beer. The centerpiece is the domed pizza 
oven with its rotating hearth that can turn out a pie 
in two minutes, and if you were to write an epic poem 
about the White Clam—razor clams, Calabrian chili, 
béchamel and oregano—or the Stracciatella—duck 
prosciutto, pickled ramps, arugula and black pepper— 
nobody could blame you. A Van Leeuwen Ice Cream 
shop will open shortly, and will offer among its many 
flavors a new custom creation: Weekend at Gurney’s, a 
peanut butter meets s’mores concoction that will surely 
be dripping down cones of kids and grownups alike. 

‘The showstopper is Showfish. The very name speaks 
to the theater of it all, immersion in an experience 
where guests are not so much diners being served but 
rather active participants in the journey that brought 
their meal to fruition. Walking in, you are greeted by a 
lobster aquarium housing crustaceans that could well 
have starred in a Spielberg movie. Flanking that is a 
massive glass-encased display of seafood, black bass 
and fluke and monkfish and razor clams and 50-pound 
tilefish. Inside awaits a menu including such dishes 
as scallop carpaccio, and maybe the only place, well, 
anywhere that you can get a house dry-aged bone-in 
tuna rib-eye. 

The R&D trip for Showfish was a deep dive into 
Amsterdam, London, Paris, CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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some of the world’s top restaurant locations, where 
everything is whole, fresh, organic and, ultimately, 
inspiring. “Over five days we ate in 36 restaurants,” 
Nenner says with a bit of a guilty smile, “really 
to get ideas, provoke thought for concepts.” Three 
dozen stops did it, because when the eight-hour 
flight home from Charles de Gaulle airport touched 
down, the plan was essentially complete. The final 
piece came into place when Executive Chef Jeremy 
Blutstein—a James Beard Award nominee who grew 
up in Amagansett—came onboard and brought his 
locavore passion and a dedication to sustainability 
with him. 

On any given day, a fisherman will walk in to 
the Showfish kitchen with a bag of clams on his 
shoulder, having taken them out of the water hours 
earlier. Tilefish that were swimming around in the 
morning come right off the boat. Vegetables that 
were just picked at a nearby farm at dawn are being 
chopped in the kitchen that afternoon. Aside from the 
octopus from Spain, everything is sourced from within 
a 40-mile radius—some of it from within walking 
distance, even. 

“We wanted to have something that’s sustainable, 
that’s local,” Nenner says. During the property 
renovation, the siding from the Original Gurney’s was 
even brought in and used on the walls outside the 
banquet area and Showfish entrance. “Montauk has 
always been known as an incredible fishing town and 
still is, and the area has always been know for farming. 
So we’ve partnered with local farms in the area and the 
local fishermen, and we put them all on our menu.”

key in the lower right corner explains the local 

origins of the ingredients. In this case, BF is 
Balsam Farm, while AWF is Amber Waves Farms, 
both in Amagansett. There are numerous others, 
from Sag Harbor to East Hampton to Sagaponack to 
Bridgehampton, as well as myriad FV (fishing vessels) 
heading in and out of Montauk each day. They all get 
their due, and the mere notion of their playing such a 
central role in the cuisine makes Blutstein even more 
effusive than normal. 

“If you grew up here or live here now or visited here 
and then came back here and bought a second house 
here, you should be celebrating it, the farms and the 
fish and the incredible things we have access to,” 
Blutstein says, his passion for educating anyone within 
earshot spilling forward. He picks up a tilefish, holds it 
out like a trophy of sorts. “Look at this, it’s a beautiful 
fish, it’s delicious, and it’s amazing how many people 
don’t know about it. We’re going to show them. We're 
doing things nobody else is doing, and in a sustainable 
way. That matters. 

“There is a lot of waste in America,” he continues, 
standing amid the frenetic energy of the kitchen, 


mere steps from a lab-like corner where his house- 


made mushroom kimchee is. bubbling away, pineapple 
vinegar is fermenting, and parts and pieces that other 
chefs might discard are being given new purpose. 
Witness the cured swordfish belly—yes, that is 
essentially swordfish bacon—elevating a part of the 
fish most restaurants would toss aside. “Here we want 
to use everything, and we want everyone who comes 
here to understand that and be part of it.” 

To that end, the staff is as educated in the sourcing 
as any ambassador should be, able to tell the story 
of everything on your plate. “Our servers talk to 
the farmers,” Nenner says, “because they should be 
able to speak about that tomatoes when they are in 
season, or where the carrots are coming from, or the 
kale, the grits, and the farm, and who the farmer is, 
who picked that tomato off the vine, so in the dining 
room the servers are transporting you to, say, Amber 
Waves Farms. 

“People talk farm to table, vine to glass, 
ocean to plate, and look at is as you can have one of 
those experiences,” Nenner says. “Here you can get 
them all.” ft.

The spicy radish paired with 
the salty, creamy butter was a delightful surprise of 
flavors and textures. 

Executive Chef Drew Hiatt honors the notion of 
farm-to-table cuisine and what he can’t grow in 
their beloved one-acre garden is sourced from the 
finest ingredients from the other local farmers and 
fishermen. The attention to freshness and quality is 
evident in every dish that Chef Drew presents, all a 
feast for the eyes with vibrant colors, textures and 

-the juxtaposition of contemporary and traditional 
American cuisine. The green chickpea hummus, served 
with crudité straight from the garden, whets the 
appetite and invigorates your mind with the bright 
colors of the carrots, zucchini, cucumbers, all wanting 
to be slathered with the vivacious hummus, a mix 
of earthiness and brightness. This appetizer was the 
personification of simple, real, farm-to-table eating. 

The warm asparagus salad with chanterelle 
vinaigrette was beautifully plated, with the gleaming,

tender asparagus dressed with a vinaigrette with the 
tiniest chanterelle mushrooms. Crunchy hazelnuts cut 
through some of the vinegar, and the leafy greens on 
the plate was Mache lettuce, a green that was delicate 
in flavor and velvety to the tongue, creating another 
exciting mix of textures and flavors on my palate. 

Beet and strawberry salad was up next, with 
strawberries from the Topping Rose House garden 
and beets from Amagansett’s Balsam Farms. The 
strawberries tasted like sweet summertime and 
the beets were tender, vibrant and earthy, paired 
perfectly with sherry vinaigrette and shallots. Dusted 
with crushed pistachio and strewn with pickled red 
onion, this classic summertime pairing was balanced, 
bright and scrumptious—a dish not to be missed when 
you visit. * 

We sampled Chef Drew's caviar creation of the 
day—a chilled, herbaceous panna cotta, topped with 
decadent Royale caviar nestled in a pink pool of 
tomato coulis. The dish was rich and refreshing at the 
same time, with the textures and flavors intriguing 
my senses. An indulgence, to be sure, but one 
worth savoring. 

Local Diver scallops, seared to perfection and plated 
on a layer of sweet and spicy pepper sauce the color 
of a vibrant sunrise, were topped with gleaming green 
sugar snap peas and mint. The scallops were perfectly 
tender on the inside with that desirable crunch from 
a good pan-sear on the outside. The pepper sauce 
danced a spicy tune on my tongue while the peas and 
mint cooled it down. This wonderful pairing was as 
delicious as it was beautiful. 

Easily one of my favorite dishes from the night was 
the sweet corn agnolotti (a small, rectangular stuffed 
pasta). The filling of sweet roasted corn was pureed just 
enough and paired with their own cherry tomatoes (the 
tiniest ones I’ve ever seen—and they were all peeled!) 
and a delectable basil fondue. Everything about this 
dish evoked summer—from the fresh, local corn inside 
the pasta, to the herby and creamy fondue and those 


perfect little tomatoes that popped satisfyingly in my 
mouth, a touch of tartness to round out the savory 
pasta. It was another dish that had the perfect balance 
of flavors and textures, executed flawlessly and plated 
like a work of art. 

Striped Bass from the shores of Montauk was 
sautéed until the skin is crisp then carefully placed 
on a bed of charred summer squash, accompanied by 
a tart apricot-lime emulsion with tiny edible flowers 
gracing the plate. The fish was so fresh you could taste 
the ocean and dipped in the emulsion, it was again a 
balancing act of flavors that worked together to create 
a masterful experience on your taste buds. 

Jean-Georges at Topping Rose House serves the best 
Niman Ranch tenderloin this foodie has ever tasted. 
The quality of the beef made for the most tender bites, 
cooked to a perfect medium-rare, and served with a 
tangy Miso-mustard sauce and sweet glazed carrots 
from the garden. 

Jean-Georges at Topping Rose House boasts 
a tantalizing dessert menu, and we couldn’t resist 
sampling it. The brown butter cake with hints of 
vanilla is served with fresh strawberries and rhubarbs, 
alongside a decadent mousse and creamy frozen yogurt. 
They also make a perfect cappuccino to end your 
meal and sip it slowly as you reflect on the culinary 
adventure you just experienced. It’s like no other, and 
one that won’t be forgotten. Chef Drew and his team 
pay such close attention to every detail in every dish, 
each one more vibrant, more delicious than the next. 
The menu at Jean-Georges at Topping Rose House 
is seasonal, and so it’s constantly changing, using the

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Meet Dx. Jan Linhart of Linhau Dentistey 


O ver the summer, you might see a bright red 
1993 Land Rover Defender being driven around 
the Hamptons. Its driver might pull over in front of 
a pharmacy, where customers, already waiting, are 
in line. A hatchback in the rear of the car opens and 
reveals a sink with running water. And then, right 
there on the street, the first person in line, assisted by 
a man in a white coat, brushes his teeth. 

It’s all part of a promotion by the prominent 
Manhattan dentist Dr. Jan Linhart to sell products 
he and his team have produced: Linhart toothpaste, 
Linhart whitening enhancer, a special toothbrush and 
Linhart lip balm. Free samples are in the offing. The 
Range Rover will also show up at special events in the 
Hamptons, including Dan’s Taste of Two Forks. 

As Linhart says—I talked to him about all this back 
in his Manhattan office recently—“Would you rather 
get dental products created by a businessman or by a 
dentist?” The answer is obvious. 

Linhart opened his practice, in the Helmsley Building 
on Park Avenue, in 1980 with one room, one chair and 
one nurse. Today his office, among the leading dental 
offices in the country, has a staff of 24 that includes 
eight dentists, four hygienists and a team of specialists 
with expertise as periodontists and orthodontists, 
while others have special training in root canals, 
implants and sleep apnea. 

“T offer the kind of care my dad offered, where 
people feel comfortable and get the best. I depend 
on the good will of my patients for referrals,” he said. 
Fact is, Linhart’s medical practices, passed down from 


_ father to son, go back a hundred years. 


Linhart took me, along with his son, Dr. Zach 
Linhart—a dentist who, at 33, is now his partner 


in the business—on a tour of the 
offices. Besides many spotless dental 
treatment rooms, there is a large suite 
for dignitaries. Here, the dentist’s 
chair and equipment sit on a platform 
at one end, but at the other, sofas, 
couches and comfortable club chairs 
form a horseshoe of relaxation that 
includes a side bar of snacks and 
drinks—there’s even a cappuccino 
machine. I have never seen anything 
like it. 

“Some of our clients come with 
bodyguards, assistants or interpreters, 
particularly those from abroad,” Zach 
told me. “This room is a favorite of Middle Eastern 
royal families that include princes, sheikhs, heads of 
state and heads of countries.” 

On the wall along a hallway hang more than a 
dozen framed photographs of well-known 
individuals, some of whom signed the photographs 
and offered praise to the Linharts. Linhart cannot 
name specific patients, but there are photographs 
of Beth and Howard Stern, Melania Trump, Pierce 
Brosnan and His Highness Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmad 
Al Jaber Al Sabah, Emir of Kuwait. There’s also 
a photo of Martha Stewart, who has endorsed 
their products. 

Linhart’s father was a physician who started his 
medical practice in Prague in 1935. After Nazi rulers 
forced him to close his practice a few years later, he 
went undercover to became a resistance fighter as the 
war proceeded. When the war ended, he fell in love and 
married a young woman who had survived Auschwitz,

then reopened his practice. But in the 
late 1950s, the Czech government, 
which was under the brutal thumb of 
the Soviet Union by then, ordered all 
professionals working in the country 
to turn over their practices to the 
State but continue working, though 
now as State employees. 

Instead, Linhart’s father took his 
wife and their children—Linhart 
was 13 years old—to America and 
reopened his private practice in 
New York. 

Jan, soon “a § citizen, did 
undergraduate work at Bowdoin 
College in Maine, got his dental degree at the NYU 
College of Dentistry, then did his residency at 
Mountainside Hospital in Montclair, New Jersey. After 
that, he immediately set up his own dental office in 
Manhattan. One chair, one nurse. 

“Dad advised me to do what he did, not work 
for anybody, but instead start my own practice. I 
found dentistry fascinating, particularly because it is 
multi-faceted,” Linhart Said. He met Ellen at a college 
mixer, and they soon married. She had been working 
in advertising at J. Walter Thompson. 

Linhart today is a grandfather. He, Zach and the 
grandkids all live in Westchester, while another son 
works on Wall Street. The Linharts are most proud 
to have the Linhart Continuing Dental Education 
Program at NYU College of Dentistry named after them. 
And just last year, Linhart Dentistry was awarded the 
Concierge Choice Award for Health and Beauty. gh

he July 4th weekend is upon us here in the 

Hamptons. Whether you are relaxing at the beach, 
barbecuing in your backyard or letting your hair down 
in your convertible, we’re all hoping to enjoy the warm 
weather. Being married to a top NYC dermatologist, 
- I've learned a thing or two about making it through 
the summer unscathed by the sun. So here are my top 
tips on how to use sunscreen properly, so you and your 
family can have fun in the sun but still be protected. 


1. Don’t use expired sunscreen. Reusing last year’s 
beach chairs is one thing, applying old sunscreen is 
another. When it comes to protecting yourself from 
the sun, you shouldn’t skimp. If the sunscreen is 
past its expiration date, toss it without a doubt. If the 
sunscreen does not have an expiration date, it should 
last up to three years from the purchase date. But 
if it doesn’t look, smell or feel like it originally did, 
toss it. You’ve purchased a new bikini (or five) for the 
season, so buy a new bottle of sunscreen, too. 

2. The best sunscreen is the one you actually 
use. Everyone. thinks they have discovered .the best 
sunscreen brand, and there are lots of sunscreen 
ratings out there, but the reality is that no sunscreen 


will work if you don’t put it on. Of course, the basic 


rule is to choose a sunscreen that has at least SPF 


30 protection and is labeled 
with the words “broad 
spectrum.” Other than that, 
just choose the product with 
a consistency or smell that 
you like so you actually put 
it on. No excuses. 


3. Look for water 
resistance if you are a 
swimmer or a_ sweater. 
Some sunscreens have been 
specifically tested to give 
protection even in the water. 
So if youre going to be at 
the pool or on the tennis 
court, look for sunscreens 
labeled as “water resistant,” which means that they’ve 
been tested and proven not to wash off for either 40 
or 80 minutes, depending on the product. Even if the 
sunscreen is water resistant, my husband says always 
to reapply after you get out of the water or after heavy 
sweating to give yourself the best protection possible. 


4. Make sure to use enough sunscreen. As great as 
it would be for the sunscreen you applied in the 
morning to protect you for the entire day, alas, 
that is not the case. The effectiveness of sunscreen 
wears off after about two hours, so you must, 
must, must reapply. Since a glass or two of rosé 
can make you forget, I set my cell phone alarm as a 
reminder. Plus, you need to use enough sunscreen 
to get the protection labeled on the bottle. The Derm 
recommended amount is a quarter-sized dollop for your

face, and a golf ball—sized 
amount for the rest of your 
body. (If you’re doing the 
math, you'll see that your 
new bottle of sunscreen 
should probably not last 
you beyond the weekend 
if you're using it the 
right way.) 


5. Both chemical and 
mineral. sunscreens are 
great options. There are 
a lot of opinions on what 
sunscreens are best for us 
and for the environment. I 
can’t tell you what to choose, 
but here’s what I can say: Sunscreens are actually 
monitored by the FDA and all of the ingredients used 
in them are considered safe. According to my husband, 
despite decades of use, there have been no reports 
of adverse health issues reported from the use of 
sunscreen. At the end of the day, the benefit of using 
sunscreen to protect you from skin cancer and aging 
skin outweighs any health risks you may be worried 
about. However, if you are concerned or choose to stay 
away from chemical sunscreens, the great news is that 
there are tons of mineral options out there for you. 4.

ltis Danknev’s Holiday House Hamptons Benefits BCRF 


H oliday House Hamptons presented by HC&G, 
an interior design showhouse where top interior 
designers and artists showcase their talent to raise 
necessary funds for the prevention and cure of breast 
cancer, returns to the East End for the fourth time 
this summer. 

Holiday House New York City began over 10 years 
ago and branched out to the Hamptons for the first 
time in 2013. Previously hosted in Bridgehampton 
and Sag Harbor, this year the showhouse returns to 
Water Mill for the second time. Visitors are welcomed 
to attend the showhouse, located at 90 Wild Goose 
Lane, daily, except Tuesdays, from 11 a.m.—5 p.m. with 
extended hours on Thursday evenings running until 
8 p.m. The Hamptons showhouse kicked off with a 
fundraising gala on June 22 and will remain open to 
visitors through August 4 of this year. Tickets can be 
purchased at the door and are available online. 

Founded in 2008 by interior designer and 22-year 
breast cancer survivor Iris Dankner, Holiday House 
hosts events in New York City, London and the East 
End to benefit the Breast Cancer Research Foundation 
(BCRF) in its mission to find a cure for breast cancer 
in our lifetime. 

“Holiday House is a designer showhouse in which 
we use a large mansion or townhouse in the city 
and pick 20 to 25 different designers to come in and 
transform the space,” says Dankner. “Each designer 
takes their space and shows their best talents, their 
creativity, their new vendors, their style, while raising 
awareness and raising funds for the Breast Cancer 
Research Foundation.” 

Dankner is a celebrated interior designer, who 
served as art director for Lord and Taylor for 
13 years. More recently in her design career she 
founded ID Creations by Iris Dankner, one of the 
many design studios that participates in Holiday 
House each year. She’s been cancer-free for over 20 
years and has been raising awareness and funds for 
preventative research for well over a decade, working 
with organizations such as Race for a Cure, where 


she served as chair for three years. 

The inception of the Holiday House organization 
came when Dankner noticed a lack of high profile design 
events benefiting women’s health issues. She took her 
skills from her two great passions—raising money for 
breast cancer research and interior design—to create 
Holiday House, the first such designer showhouse 
to benefit the thousands of men and women battling 
breast cancer in this country. 

“I realized that I was a full-time interior designer 
and a full-time fundraiser and that there were no 
events or fundraisers in the interior design world that 


benefitted any women’s issues,” says Dankner. “My 


idea was to create an event to raise money and raise 
awareness in the design industry.” 

Combining her two passions was a natural move 
for Dankner. “It felt like the perfect way to make 
a difference, use my creativity, and work towards 
eradicating this ugly disease,” she explains. “It’s a way 
to heal, give back and pay it forward.” 

A Southampton resident of 30 years, Dankner loves 
bringing the fundraiser to the East End each year and 
highlighting the unique casual and beachy style of 
the Hamptons. “As a homeowner I don’t think there 
is anywhere in the world that is more beautiful,” 
she says. “The interior design out in the Hamptons, 
with all the design shops and different designers, is 
really top-notch.” 

Visitors of the showhouse can expect industry- 
leading styles from well-known New York interior 
designers including Betty Wasserman, Elizabeth Pash 
and Melanie Roy. A full list of participating designers 
is available on the Holiday House Hamptons website. 
The wide variety of styles from these distinguished 
designers are sure to delight crowds over the next 
few weeks. 

The synthesis of the different designs into one 
cohesive exhibition is overseen by Dankner and her 
fellow design chairs. This year’s chairs include artist 
and goldsmith Kristen Farrell, New York interior 
design stalwart Amy Lau and Queer Eye for the 


Straight Guy design experts Thom Filicia and 
Carson Kressley. . 

“Visitors can expect to learn about design trends 
that are happening now. They can pick up different 
ideas for their own homes, different ideas for design 
and entertaining,” says Dankner. “I feel that if a visitor 
walks away with one great idea than the event has been 
successful.” 

Some of the popular emerging styles that guests 
might see this summer are a move toward organic 
furniture, bold wallpapers and what Dankner describes 
as a “high level: of artwork.” Participating galleries 
for the showhouse include Forward Contemporary, 
Hubert Gallery and Christopher Martin Gallery. 

The ticket proceeds directly benefit breast cancer 
research for prevention and a cure being conducted 
by the BCRF. Since the partnership between the two 
organizations began, Holiday House has been able to 
raise over $1 million for BCRF through the exhibitions 
of these showhouses. 

The BCRF was founded in 1993 by Evelyn H. Lauder 
and their cutting edge research has earned them the 
title of the highest rated breast cancer organization in 
the United States, becoming the only cancer foundation 
to receive an A rating from CharityWatch and a gold 
seal of transparency from GuideStar. 

In addition to being the founder and chair of Holiday 
House, Dankner has devoted herself to breast cancer 
research as a board member at BCRF. “I joined the 
BCRF about eight years ago, and I am presently on 
the advisory board,” says Dankner of the partnership. 
“I am really proud to be working with them and feel 
that their mission aligns with what my mission is—to 
eradicate this disease.” fi.

Beach Hampton: “A New Would of Happiness” 


M ore obscure than Carl Fisher’s developments 
in Montauk, yet also still significant today, 
is the community of Beach Hampton, though it’s 
now usually known as the Amagansett Dunes. Less 
grandiose than Fisher's scheme, Beach Hampton 
was planned for the more modest years of 
the Depression. 

In April 1936, The New York Times announced 
that Richard B. Allen’s corporation had purchased 
234 acres to the east of Amagansett, between the 
ocean beach and Bluff Road and Montauk Highway, 
bounded west and east by Beach and Napeague 
Lanes. The new development was to be called 
Beach Hampton. 

The company published a _ promotional 
brochure, Eastward to the Sea: The Romance 
of Beach Hampton, in which prospective buyers 
could learn about the benefits of a summer 
house. “Romance? Glamour? Scenic Beauty? 
Recreation? Historic Memories? Beach Hampton is 
indeed in the heart of Wonderland...How this mile 
of pure, white sands, blue waters and silvery surf 
does sing to the soul!” The 25—page brochure included 
drawings of various styles of houses that could be 


purchased from the company for as little as $2,900. 


“Beach Hampton, less than three hours from New 
York City, is not just another real estate development, 
it is an ideal, a vision, a dream that we have made 
come true. Here, if you will, awaits you, a new world 
of happiness!” 

The first houses, “air conditioned by nature,” were 
finished in 1937. In 1938, the Beach Hampton Surf 


Club opened with gala celebrations in August. 


Then disaster struck. On September 21, 1938, the

devastating hurricane known as the Long Island 
Express roared in and destroyed most of the buildings. 
But with many of the lots sold and the streets laid 
out, houses were rebuilt. (Many of the streets were 
still unpaved. Allen asked East Hampton to pave the 
streets, but the town declined. To this day, many of

Between 1941 and 1965, many of the small houses 
built in the area were designed by Albert Scheffer. 
Sometimes known as the dean of East Hampton 
architects, Scheffer specialized in building small, cozy 
beach houses that were so close to the ocean, they
